Fifty Years Ago Dinky Engine and Small Cars Made Rec- 


ord Run Across the State of Missouri with 


the Western Mail. 


"Almost 50 years ago a dinky en- 


glue and small combination mail and 
passenger coach made a run across 
tho state of Missouri which has not 
boon eclipsed up to this day," 
re- 


marked George H. Davis, a yeteran 
railroad man. 


"The completion of the Hannibal & 


St. Joseph railroad at seven o'clock 
ou the morning of February 13, 1859, 
aud the trial run of the Pony express 
across the state, April 3, 18GO, were 
two of the most exciting events that 
occurred In northern Missouri pre- 
vious to the civil war. 


"The junction of the east and west- 


ward constrnctlon was 
made 
two 


miles east of Chillicothe, in a small 
cut in Mumpower'tj field. The 
day 


following several barrels of Mississip- 
pi river water were transported over 
the line from Hannibal and emptied 
into the Missouri river, with impos- 
ing ceremonies, the event 
typifying 


the union of the two • great 
water 


courses of the American 
continent. 


It was a gala day for St. Joseph, a 
town formerly known as 'Roubidoux's 
Landing.' 
Tho tremendous travel to 


California a decade before had been 
through that place, and the gold seok- 
urs had left many dollars there, as It 
was tho last outfitting' point this side 
of the* desert.

"Thoro was a banquet at the Plant- i 


by assemblies of men, women 
and 


children, many of whom had arlsei 
in the early morning hours and jour 
neyed a long distance to 
see 
the 


greatest sight of the times. As the 
Pony express shot by 
the 
station 


rocking like a kite in a 
galo, 
we 


could see the agents 
pushing

crowds back from the platforms and 
showing their sense of importance in

event. 


"All the way out of town it was 


like some grand ovation to a conquer- 
ing army. 
There was 
inspiration 


enough to make Engineer Clark per 
form miracles with his little wood- 
burner machine.

at the St. Joseph 
depot,
